BRITISH LADIES’ TEAM 
TO PLAY AMERICANS.

MISS GOURLAY REPLIES TO 
HER CRITICS. 

Miss M. Gourlay, the English champion, who 
has raised a team of British women to oppose 
Miss Colletio’s side of Americans, has been bittcrly 
criticised in connection with the match. 

“ Not only have | been the subject of personal! 
atlachs, she said to a reporter last Saturday, 
“but 1 have received a number of anonymous 
ietters, Í cannot understand why it is that people 
keep criticising our team,” she said. “I did not 
want to cuptain the side, and certainly I did not 
wish to select it. I would rather have had the 
support of a committee for that. But as the game 
was purely and simply vunofficial—almost a 
sonal affair, in fact, between Miss Collett 
myself—I conld not expect te receive official help. 
When Miss Collett wrote to Miss Joyce Wethered, 
and our champion could not take the responsibility 
of raising a side because she had no intention of 
taking part in championship golf, I was asked 
to undertake the task. Miss Collett made it 
quite clear that this was not an international 
match. She said that she would like the players 
who were coming to this country from America to 
take part in the championship to play as her 
personal side against a team which she asked me 
to organise. It was, at least to me, Miss Collett’s 
side against my team. I suppose that anybody 
who selects au international team must expect to 
be criticised, but it has to be remembered that 
this is not an international team. It has no official re- 
cognition, aud any expenses incurred will have to 
be borne by the players themselves. I simply 
chose players who I thought would be able to 
give Miss Collett’s team a good game. In any 
international match the first four or five players 
select themselves, and there are probably twenty 
candidates for the remaining places. Thus there 
is bound to he criticism, but when this becomes 
personal it is very worrying. It is wnfortunate 
that the unofllicial game between these two teams 
should have been the subject of personal attacks 
against the players who are taking part in the 
match.”

JUMPING ‘TEAM FOR 
FOREIGN SHOWS, 
lssnesbloiiaches 


Invitations have been accepted by the Free 
State Departmeut ot Detence to send military 
jumping teams to represent the Defence 
Forces at Brussels in May next, at Olympia 
i June, at Lucerne, Switzerland, in July, 
and af. Boston and New York in October. It 
is anticipated that a team will also be sent to 
participate m one or other of the French 
shows. An invitation was received to com- 
pete at Berlin in February, but the time 
available was inadequate to enable the neces- 
sary arrangements to be made. It is under- 
stood that no international military jumping 
competitions will be held in Sweden or 
Holland this vear, 

The Equitation School, McKee Barracks, 
Dublin, is at present preparing for the coming 
season. The Irish Free State teams have to 
defend the Habits Rouges Cup, which was 
won in Brussels last year, and the Duke of 
Connaught’s Trophy, which was won in 
Olympia. The teams will be selected from 
the po nel and horses attached to the schooi. 
The horses will include such well-known per- 
formers as Cuhullain, An Craobh Ruadh, 
Finghin, Turoe and Roisin Dubh. At present 
they are all in excellent condition. The 
horses which were recently purchased are 
undergoing training. Some of them will pro- 
hably be available to compete at shows to be 
held later in the year. 

In addition to foreign shows and the 
Dublin Horse Show at Ballsbridge, it is 
intended to compete at some provincial shows 
in the Irish Free State, provided that the 
dates do not clash with engagements abroad. 
The military teams will, of course, compete 
only in certain confined classes at such shows,

Bach's “ Passion.” 


It is curious that Bach’s ‘‘ Passion,’’ so 
often heard nowadays in. Holy Week, 
almost fel] flat, so to speak, after its first 
performance. The great composer himself 
was conducting when it was given for the 
first time in Leipzig on the Good Friday 
of 1729. But neither the merits of the 
piece nor the genius of the composer-pro- 
ducer succeeded in making it a success, 
and but for an accidental discovery of the 
score almost exactly a hundred years later, 
it might never have become generally 
known to music-lovers, The discoverer was 
no less a person than Mendelssohn, who 
was only eighteen years of age at the time. 
Mendelssohn was so elated with his find 
that he decided to produce the settings. 
He enlisted the aid of Eduard Devrient, 
one of the famous family of German 
actors and a great singer into the bargain, 
and in. I think, 1827 or 1828 the two 
friends revived the “ Passion.”’ Its 
success was immediate, and in a short 
time it was to be heard all over Germany. 
To-day the ‘* Passion ” is recognised as 
amongst Bach’s most important works.

Standing in front of a railway bookstall 
the other day, I was forced to wonder at 
the extraordinary number and variety. of 
newspapers and periodicals now published.

A Distinguished Soldier. 


A notable Briton with a birthday this 
week is Field-Marshal Lord Allenby,’ to 
whom congratulations are due on entering 
his seventieth year. After serving with 
distinction in Bechuanaland, Zululand, 
and the South African War, he was in 
command of the 4th 
Javalry Brigade at 
the outbreak of the 
‘uropean War, and 
was at once ap- 
ointed O.C. of the 
ird Army in France, 
out his: greatest 
hance came on ap- 
ointment to com- 
nand the Egyptian 
ixpeditionary Force 
with which he over- 
threw the Turkish 
power in Asia Minor 
and conquered Pales- 
tine. - Promoted to 
the rank of Field-Marshal in 1918, he 
acted as High Commissioner in Fgypt 
from 1919-25, and possesses a remarkable 
array of honours, including high decora- 
tions awarded by America, Japan, Greece, 
France, Italy, Belgium, Rumania and 
Serbia, but, unfortunately, he lost his only 
son in the war, and has no direct heir.

Lorp ALLENBY. 


To-day is the anniversary of the death 
of Alexander the Great, who was tutored 
by Aristotle, snubbed by Diogenes; and, 
according to contemporary critics, carica- 
tured by Apelles. His armies visited 
India, and himself, if tradition is to be 
believed, the West of Ireland, where his 
horsemanship was called in question. An 
Irishman of the Galway breed is alleged 
to have bet him that Bucephalus, 
Alexander’s famous steed, would not pass 
the edge of a tall cliff that looks down 
on to the caldron of surf made by the 
Atlantic. The Irishman led the way suc- 
cessfully, but Bucephalus jibbed, and the 
marks of his hooves where he reared 
remain on exhibition to this day, being

local inhabitants. 


Ghe “ AWotti’”’ Stone. 


A stiff climb of about three miles from 
the village of Ovoca, Co. Wicklow, brings 
one to a huge granite boulder called the 
‘*Motti’’ Stone, which commands a 
magnificent prospect on all sides. One 
sees from it the Avonbeg and Avonmore 
flowing on to their junction at the “ Meet- 
ing of the Waters.” Away in the distance 
hes the vale of Glenmalure, with its sad 
associations ; and in the east a view of the 
hills of Wales may be seen on a clear day. 
There is a local legend that on every May 
Day, early in the morning, the “ Motti “ 
Stone rolls itself down to a pool in the 
adjacent river for a drink and a bathe, 
and then returns to its original position. 
There was an old belief among the Celts 
that certain rocks, set in motion by 
spirits which animated them, sometimes 
went to drink at rivers.

Lyrids are usually looked for in the 
latter half of April, being especially active 
between 19th and 22nd.

ABBEY THEATRE’S NEW PLAY. 


Ellen Cary (a farmer) 
Luke Cary: (her son)

With the first production of “The New 
Gossoon ” on Saturday night the Abbey 
Theatre staged the ninth play from the pen 
To have had nine 
more or less humorous plays staged in as 
many years is an achievement of which any 
playwright might be proud; but when it is 
remembered that the playwright is a bed. 
ridden invalid he is entitled to be congratu- 
lated upon the perseverance with which he 
has worked in his chosen form. Other play- 
wrights have been invalids, but they have 
had possibilities of seeing their plays staged, 
and even in the process of productien, when 
so much is to be learned. When Mr. Shiels 
had a chance to see one of his plays on the 
stage—only last year—he had to be taken to 
the theatre in Belfast on a stretcher. This 
disability is one of the determining factors in 
the kind of play he writes. and in the way in 
which his plays are written. The whole 
world evidently is to him a joke, which he 
has seen himself and must share with his 
fellows. If the joke be a shade cynical at 
times, that, too, should be expected. 

All the plays of George Shiels have, in 
common with the cinema, the feeling that 
they are not “‘ real ”; not only are his peonle 
never quite credible, but his plots are rigid 
enough to cramp even the style of a John 
lanner. The path set for his people is so 
straight and so narrow that only the most 
prim of roses could be induced to settle on 
their borders. The laughter may be as pro. 
longed as the play in every case, but Pro- 
fessor Tim stays in the theatre when au 
audience goes home: Cartney and Kevney 
can be forgotten when the lights go down; 
the flag-wagging American from ‘ The 
Retrievers’ can go visiting the impossibles 
iy ‘‘ Mountain Dew” without the least 
remonstrance from the memories of audi- 
ences, . Not, a single one of his characters, 
with the possible exception of Paul Twyning, 
matters in the least when he has completed 
his little strut upon the stage. 


LAUGHTER-MAKERS. 


In his new play, ‘‘ The New Gossoon,” the 
people are of little or no importance; they 
are just characters whose function it is to 
make an audience laugh for something over 
two hours in a theatre. When thew have 
done that they have served their purpose, 
and they may be allowed to die. Where a 
motor cycle symbolises a new uge, there will 
be sufficient superficial comment on changing 
manners, but there will be nothing to stir 
the depths. If Luke Cary took to “ the 
dogs,’’ to his motor cycle, to jazz dances and 
to numerous flirtations, it was only because 
he had no desire to revel in the clay of his 
fields day and night, as he said, ‘If Irish 
farms cannot give people a better living 
than that, they should be worked by 
Chinese.” If Sally Hamil and Biddy Henly 
took to wireless and to pillion-riding as 
easily as any ‘“‘town hussy,” there will 
be none to blame them. But revolting youth 
revolted theit elders—now as ever—svufficiently 
ta make a theatre programme. — Ellen Cary 
and Peter Cary, Luke’s mother and uncle, 
were both shocked—the one into silence and 
the other into violence.

As a contribution to the continuous 
cussion of “ the modern youth ” “ The New 
(ossoon ”” is negligible, but as a generator of 
laughter it may be set down as an instantaneous 
success. If the laughter of Saturday night's 
select audience is any criterion, '“ The New 
Gossoon '' will provide laughter at the Abbey 
Theatre until its topicalities become history. 
It is filled with laughter-provoking lines, and 
is much better-written than any other of 
George Shiels’s plays. The famous motor- 
eycle comes in for all manner of names, from 
mangle to lawn mower, on Saturday night, 
and every new name got its laugh! The de- 
scription of Luke as “a small farmer looking 
like Kaye Don or Major Segrave’’ got its 
laugh, as did ‘‘a little poteen, a jazz-band. 
and a wild-eyed flapper makes a risky cargo.”’ 
Luke’s list of mortal sins merits attention 
too 

The acting was not particularly 
tinguished, but Messrs. F. J. MacCormick as 
Rabit Hamil, M. J. Dolan as Peter Cary, 
and Miss Maureen Delany as Ellen Cary made 
the most of the muterial provided for them. 
Miss Eileen Crowe’s Sally Hamil and Mr. 
Arthur Shields's John Henly were excellent 
studies.

A Pacifist play is something novel in a 
Dublin theatre, so the New Players may be 
congratulated upon presenting Mr Stephen 
Schofield’s ‘‘A Noise in the Street’’ at the 
Peacock Theatre this week. Last night the 
first production was attended with such suc- 
cess that the play “may well prove quite 
popular here. It has many points that 
should commend it to the favourable atten- 
tion of any Irish audience, and if members 
of the audience bring their memories to the 
theatre they may be tempted either to 
humour or cynicism. The last scene is 
accompanied by Chopin's Funeral March, 
which only ten years ago was so well known 
here that it was whistled by messenger-boys 
on their rounds. 

The Voice of the People, so beloved of 
politicians, is evidently only **‘ A Noise in the 
Street’’ to Mr. Schofield. In a series of six 
scenes he shows a Prime Minister, entitled 
Excellency, but speaking in a pleasant Eng- 
lish voice and accent, in search of peace, an-l 
harassed by the war party. The time of the 
play is evidently about i917. when the war 
was three years in progress, and another 
great offensive was about to be launched. 
His son, Captain Imogeno, had been be- 
lieved to have been killed, and so lionised 
that a public monument was erected to his 
heroism. The troubles of the sculptor, Oss- 
vada, with the War Office and the Public 
Works Department rather strikingly resemble 
the recent discussion about the Haig 
Memorial, but they are resolved, and the 
Prime Minister is about to unveil the 
memorial when the play opens. Then Imogeno 
re-appears; he had been a prisoner of war, 
and had apparently escaped. He had learned 
that his enemies were just as himself, and 
he determined to make the fact known to his 
compatriots, Twice his courage failed; and 
then in an inn he attempted to state his con- 
clusions during an air raid. He was thrown 
from his improvised platform, after the 
rescue of ae boy, was wounded, and died. 
But the. crowning irony came when the 
Pacifist had to be given a military funeral 
lest his and his father's enemies should at- 
tempt to capitalise his pacifism, ‘ treachery 
and blasphemy,’’ for. their own purpose. It 
was then that his father pointed out that ‘‘ A 
patriot is the most desperate of lovers; he 
must give himself on ay and soul.”

advance preparation, and it is not 
exaggerating to state that the organisers 
will have plenty to do to get ready in the 
time available. 

The idea was mooted some months ago, 
and a committee was appointed at an 
influential meeting to examine the 
proposition in detail and report on the 
advisability of holding an exhibition. The 
committee very wisely took plenty of time 
to inquire into the matter, but their report 
is now available, and the result is a 
decision to “go ahead.” 

The report, which was presented at a 
recent meeting over which the Lord Mayor 
(Mr. Sean French, T.D.), presided, stated 
that the city merchants and others who 
had been approached had given a very 
favourable reception to the idea, and had 
promised whole-hearted support. The com- 
mittee recommended the formation of a 
limited liability company as the best 
method of undertaking the financing of the 
venture, and the arguments put forward 
in support of this suggestion were suffi- 
ciently cogent to enlist the unanimous 
support of the meeting. 


STADIUM SUGGESTION. 


Another reference in the committee’s 
report was to the lack of an adequate 
athletic stadium, which for years has been 
sorely felt in Cork. Almost any proposi- 
tion which would have the effect of supply- 
ing this badly-needed requirement would 
be certain to meet with the approval of 
every section of the community. The com- 
mittee’s report holds out the prospect of a 
permanent athletic stadium as a result of 
the exhibition, and, with such a feature 
as an additional inducement, enthusiasm 
for the project is not likely to be lacking. 

It was pointed out at the meeting 
referred to that Sir Edward Fitzgerald’s 
exhibition had given Cork such benefits as 
the Fitzgerald Park and the City Hall 
(though the latter, of course, is now a 
thing of the past), and there is no reason 
to doubt the wisdem of those who believe 
that the 1932 exhibition will Jeave an 
athletic stadium as a monument to its 
success. The general committee in charge 
of the project is to be summoned shortly, 
and President Cosgrave will be invited to 
attend. 


AMERICAN PLANS FOR HARBOUR.

Mr. J. N. Mullan, Vice-President of the

He added: “ We can design 
and build this harbour for less than any- 
one else in America, and, probably, in the 
world.” 

On the guestion of finance, Mr. Mullan 
undertook to “sit in with the Harbour 
Board and show them how to find the 
money,” but added, that he would not 
disclose his scheme until the borings were 
done and his company given the contract. 
The question of financing such a huge 
undertaking was evidently uppermost in 
the minds of the Commissioners, and in 
this connection it was pointed out by the 
secretary that the Board’s borrowing 
powers were very limited and that they 
not go on with such a scheme 
without securing increased borrowing 
powers.

The Very Rev. Jeremiah Canon Drennan, 
P.P., Tullahern, presided at the meeting of 
the OSSORY Diocesan Temperance Council, 
at which sixteen parishes were represented, 
when a unanimous resolution was passed call- 
ing on the Free State Government to resist 
any pressure to have the duties on intoxicat- 
ing liquors reduced. It was decided to pro- 
mote Plenast total abstinence centres in each 
parish in the diocese where they do not exist 
at present. 

SOLDIER’S FUNERAL EXPENSES. 

The DERRY Board of Guardians last 
Saturday received a letter from the Northern 
Ministry of Home Affairs stating that the 
Board could contribute to the British Legion 
the expenses incurred in burying an ex- 
soldier who died in the workhouse hospital. 
It was stated that had not the British Legion 
taken the necessary steps the deceased man 
would have been buried im a paupers grave. 
The Board decided to contribute £5 to the 
British Legion towards the funeral expenses, 
stated to be £7 10s. 

BELFAST BARMEN’S DEMANDS. - 

A strike of barmen in BELFAST is 
threatened. The men complain of excessive 
hours and inadequate pay, and state that 
the employers have refused to negotiate with 
the Transport and General Workers’ Union, 
of which the barmen are members. Coun- 
cillor Kyle, addressing a meeting of the 
men, stated that barmen were working 
thirteen hours a day for wages of 20s. and 
95s. a week. The men demand a minimum 
wage of £3 a week after a three years’ 
apprenticeship, with a 48-hour week. 
DROWNED ON BIRTHDAY. 

On Good Friday, her birthday, a girl, | 
Kitty McVeigh, daughter of the lock-keeper, 
Mrs. McVeigh, was drowned in the NEWRY 
Canal, hike Wasehaaens. Mrs. McVeigh, who 
is a widow, and the other members of the 
family were at devotions in the local church 
at the time. It appears that the drowned 
girl had been left at home to attend the 
rouse and watch the Jocks. In company with 
her six-year-old brother, she took out a 
bicycle to have a run along the towpath. 
The girl lost her balance, and was pre- 
cipitated into the canal. 

CORONERS AND DOCTORS. 

At the meeting of the WESTMEATH

tion was raised to the payment of doctors 
fees. allowed by the Cvoroner, at inquests. 
In some instances the charge was £4 4s., 
and in one case £7 7s.

With Easter a small host of visitors 
has come to Ireland. Many of them are 
guests at private houses, where their 
entertainment will be assured. Not a few 
are tourists, and for the country’s 
advantage we hope that they will return 
in the future for a‘ longer stay. 
At this season the entertainment of 
tourists presents few difficulties. Gener- 
ally their minds are set on sport and on 
touring in the true sense. In these fields 
they have ample facilities; for several of 
Ireland's most important racing fixtures 
are held this week, while the railways 
and transport companies have arranged 
excellent and comprehensive tours. The 
present influx of visitors, however, dimly 
foreshadows the coming of that vastly 
greater company which, if predictions 
are correct, may be expected in the 
summer, In this regard a word of 
praise is due to the Irish Tourists’ 
Association. and kindred bodies, whose 
pamphlets and guide-books, scattered 
throughout the world, have lured an in- 
creasing number of visitors to Ireland 
during recent summers. The revenue from 
tourists, which in 1926 was £1,000,000, 
rose to £3,000,000 in 1929. Such a result 
is hopeful in fact that 
Ireland only recently has begun to 
recognisé what France has realised for 
dec: des—the enormous value of the tourist 
traffic. Now that a start has been made 
to divert a portion of the continental and 
British traffic, the impetus ought not to 
be allowed to weaken. 

If Ireland wishes to establish herself in 
the tourist world, she must fight the 
resorts overseas with their own weapons : 
she least, equal 
attractions and amenities. The first 
problem is that of the tourists’ accom- 
modation. A century ago Curran com- 
plained that his bedroom in an Irish itn 
was shared by so many fleas that, if they 
had been unanimous and agreed to pull 
in the same direction, they could have 
pulled him out of bed. To-day few Irish 
hotels can be reproached with uncleanli- 
ness, but in the provision of positive com- 
forts they have improved little since 
Curran’s days. Whereas in England

but M. Tardieu is not satisfied, and, 
realising that taxation is the key to the 
problem, has announced substantial 
reliefs. In the first place, he proposes 
to reduce the taxation of ‘Bourse 
operations and securities by £8,800,000. 
This move is calculated to attract busi- 
ness in foreign securities to the Paris 
market. In order to increase Bourse 
activities further, M. Tardieu proposes to 
reduce the stamp duty from one franc to 
fifty centimes per 1,000 on operations for 
the account, and from fifty to ten centimes 
per 1,000 on carrying-over operations. By 
these means he believes that dealings on 
the Paris Bourse will be quickened, and 
that, at least, a portion of the trade in 
foreign securities will be diverted thither 
from London. In the second place; the 
luxury tax is being reduced by £3,440,000. 
The French luxury trades have been doing 
very badly, and repeated representations 
have been made to the Government on 
their behalf. M. Tardieu has decided to 
halve the existing tax on jewellery, furs, 
perfumes and other luxuries, while, in 
order to encourage the tourist traffic, he 
has agreed also to reduce the luxury tax 
on first-class hotels. Finally, the turn- 
over tax of two francs per cent. on vege- 
tables, milk, fruit, and a large number of 
other food-stuffs is being reduced to fifty- 
five centimes. This tax is paid on every 
transaction. It has proved tok a fruit- 
ful source of revenue, but M. Tardieu 
realises that it is an important factor in 
the cost of living, and hopes tha: his 
concession will result in an immediate 
fall in the index figures. All these reliefs, 
plus a reduction in the land tax of 
£1,576,000, will give Franc. additional 
advantages ove. other European countries. 
The French Government consistently has 
refused to tax its people too highly. 
Consequently, there is no unemployment 
in the country. Of course, France is 
not paying her debts so rap: as Great 
Britain ; but we fear ''st the man in the 
street is interested less keenly in national 
integrity than in his individual lot. 
There can be no doubt that, judged by 
selfish standards, the Frenchman is much 
to be envied. The position of the Free 
State citizen in this regard will be dis- 
closed by Mr. Blythe’s forthcoming 
Budget. 


The Test Matches, 


The news that a gala performance will 
be given on Friday at the London 
Coliseum to welcome the Australian team 
reminds us that this year the cricket 
season will possess the added interest of 
the struggle for the “‘ ashes.” We may 
not be as willing, as our parents in 
sterner days, to sit for hours on a hard 
seat, which a hot sun seems to make 
harder, while two county elevens play 
desultorily towards an inevitable draw. 
The Test matches, however, have lost 
none of their appeal’ Moreover, this year 
there is a good chance that Trent Bridge, 
Lord’s, Headingley, Old Trafford and 
Kennington Oval, all may see a definite 
result. On the last occasion when the 
Australians came to England the 
rubber ” was not decided until the final 
game at Kennington Oval. At last, how- 
evér, the Marylebone Cricket Club has 
acceded in some measure to the popular 
demand and to the wishes of the 
Australian Board of Control by allotting 
four days to every match. In our opinion, 
this allowance ought to be enough on 
English wickets, if the weather is reason- 
ably fine. Nobody who saw that 
magnificent but weary struggle thirteen 
months ago at Melbourne, in which a 
game, that purported to be a test of 
cricket, became a mere test of physical 
endurance, would like to see a similar 
state of affairs in England. If unlimited 
time is allotted to Test matches, players 
are prone to play for safety, with the 
result that those great moments which 
have made cricket a national sport 
become impossible. It is many years since 
an Australian eleven has been seen in 
Ireland, and, in view of the encourage- 
ment that such a visit would give to 
our, cricketers, we regret that no fixture 
could have been arranged for this year, 


A Roman Relic. 


The lure of ancient things that have 
a link with modern times is inveterate, 
and the discharge certificate of Gunellus, 
the Pannonian auxiliary, has a very 
real interest for the inhabitants of these 
islands. This certificate, which is 
engraved upon two bronze tablets, shows 
that Gunellus was a member of the 
Roman garrison in Britain in the year 
A.D. 122, when the Emperor Hadrian 
crossed the Channel to inspect the wall 
that bears his name. Perhaps Gunellus, 
who was a non-commissioned officer in the 
Ist Tampian regiment of Pannonian 
Horse, helped to escort Cesar on his 
march northwards. The second sheet of 
the tablets gives a list of the units, from 
which men were discharged at the same 
time, and cites the unusually large 
number of fourteen cavalry regiments and 
seven cohorts of infantry. No doubt, the 
advent of the Emperor may have been 
the cause of this mobilisation of troops 
in Britain. A discharge certificate was of 
especial value to the Roman auxiliary, 
since it was a guarantee of his right to 
Roman citizenship, with all its privileges. 
We may wonder how it would have fared 
with our Pannonian friend during his 
declining years in his-1<tive Oszony, if a 
parsimonious government had issued him 
with an equivalent of one of those bits 
of paper, which, since the war, we have 
become accustomed to see extracted in a 
soiled, and almost illegible, condition from 
a battered pocket-book. The: bronze 
tablets ensured permanence, and to-day 
Gunellus’s certificate is as much a credit 
to the Roman administration as to the 
auxiliary whose honourable service it was 
intended to record.

THE FARMER’S OUTLOOK. 

tO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In his s » at ital, County 
Limerick, Mr. Hogan stated that the price 
of milk would probably be reduced Ijd. a 
gallon, and he still aavied his hearers to 
continue to keep cows, even though it did 
not pay to produce milk at the reduced price, 
in the hope that at some future time prices 
might recover. Does Mr. Hogan really think 
that, in face of the world production of 
butter and the unrestricted dumping .of the 
surplus into England and this country, there 
is any chance of a rise in price? Is it 
possible for even a County Limerick farmer 
to produce milk at a profit when he only 


‘gets Sd. or 5$d. a gallor for it? 


Mr. Hogan advised his hearers to grow 
foodstuffs to keep their cows a little longer 
in milk. Why did he not advise them to 
grow sufficient to keep their cows in milk 
all the year round, and to make the pro- 
duction of butter a constant business, not a 
seasonal one as at nt? If winter dairy- 
ing is a success in mark and in Northern 
Ireland, surely it could be made a success 
in Southern Ireland, where the natura] con 
ditions are so much more favourable. Mr. 
Hogan does not advise his hearers to grow 
wheat. Why? Eighty years ago Ireland 
produced sufficient, wheat for her own require- 
ments, and also supplied the English market, 
and there is no reason why she could not 
grow most of her own requirements still 
under proper conditions: 

How docs Mr. Hogan propose to deal 
with the question of unemployment? The 
only industry in the country at present, and 
for many years to come, of sufficient magni- 
tude to absorb the unemployed is agriculture. 
We import into this agricultural country 
almost thirteen mfllion pounds’ worth olf 
agricultural products, most of which we could 
produce at-home, The land is derelict, un 
tilled, and the men are walking about 
starving or living on relief, while we are 
paying the foreigner to supply us with food 
for both man and cattle. 

Mr. Hogan thinks that the greatest boon 
to this country is cheap maize meal. Would 
it not be a much greater boon to have our 
unemployed earning an honest living, grow- 
ing wheat, oats, barley and beans, to take 
the place of the four million pounds’ worth 
of maize which we import annually? Free 
imports (not free trade) have been in force 
in this country for seventy or eighty years. 
Have they been an advantage to Ireland! 
Let. us protect whatever we can produce our- 
selves, and take all duties off what we 
cannot produce. Let us give employment to 
our people and keep them at home. We 
have the land, we ite the men, we have 
the ability, and it is for our rulers to see 
that the conditions are such that all can be 
employed to the best advantage to make the 
country prosperous and contented.—Yours, 
etc., JAMES DICKIE.

THE INCOME TAX. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—Having spent a considerable time in 
the Channel islands and abroad, I was sur- 
prised to find the number of Britons who have 
left the British Isles to escape English income 
tax. Several whom I met have now settled 
in Ireland, the reason being the lesser income 
tax and tne better sport to be had in Ireland. 
The tax in Jersey is 6d. in the pound, but 
seven admitted that, with a 1s. tax, they 
would prefer to live in Ireland. 

The amount of wealth that would soon 
dribble into Ireland with a low income tax 
is incalculable, and the advantage to the 
population of Northern Ireland by joining up 
with the Free State might make. for union in 
a short time. Every country, with the excep- 
tion of England, is trying to increase its 
wealth, while England is living on capital 
and, no doubt, will exhaust that source of 
taxation in a generation or two. 

I take off my hat to France and her 
colonies. Income tax is low; duties are high; 
the foreigner pays all the time he is there, 
and it is_impossible for him to buy goods 
foreign to France. In Algeria, a marvellously 
rich French colony, he pays a sojourn tax 
(income tax). He either buys French goods 
or pays a prohibitive price for English or 
American goods, provided that he can get 
them. The population’ seem content and 
happy under French rule, and they exchange 
oods with France to the advantage of both. 
‘hey certainly make it impossible for coun- 
tries other than France to trade with Algeria. 
There are no unemployment, no doles, a low 
income tax, and it is an ideal place to live 
in for Frenchmen. 

Why do we not draw wealthy and leisured 
Britons to Ireland with a 1s. income tax? 
They would soon delight in living and spend- 
ing their money here and financing the coun- 
try. Let us get rid of sentiment; it butters 
no bread. We are a free country, and, in- 
stead of always talking of the English pre- 
cedent, as they do in the Government offices, 
let us look abroad and see how much better 
they do many things as compared with Eng- 
land. I commend a ls. income tax in the 
near future to the Minister of Finance, a so- 
journ tax on visitors, and the taxation of all 
foreign goods not produced within the Em- 

ire, in addition to the protection of our own 
industries. We want employment for our 
own population.—Yours, etc.,

The all-Benga!l Lawyers’ Conference has 
adopted a resolution urging Jawyers in 
Bengal to help the Gandhi movement by 
all possible means, and also to be ready 
to suspend their practice when called 
upon to do so by the All-India Congress 
Committee. 

POLICE MEASURES. 

The Press Association’s Correspondent 
at Patga reports that measures are being 
adopted to prevent any defiance of the 
Police Act in connection with civil dis- 
obedience processions. The Inistrict 
Magistrate has issued notices warning the 
people that if the present unrest continues 
additional police will be appointed at the 
expense of the inhabitants. 

An official statement, issued on Satur- 
day says: ‘‘ A detachment of the Eastern 
Frontier Rifles under the command of 
Lieutenant-Colonel. Dallas Smith were 
sent off this morning and are expected 
to reach Chittagong to-morrow morning. 
An inspector general of police accom- 
panied the detachment.”’

In an interview the Duchess of Pedford 
said to Reuter’s Correspondent at Cape 
Town yesterday (Sunday):—‘‘I am 
eagerly looking forward to my return 
flight, which we commence at daylight 
to-morrow, providing that weather condi- 
tions are suitable.

‘record’ flight, covering the distance 
back to England in much shorter time.”’ 

In reply to a question as to whether she 
intended making further long-distance 
flights on the conclusion of her return 
journey to England, the Duchess langh- 
ingly said, “ No, I have had enough.”’

M. Sokal, the Polish delegate to the 
League of Nations, has addressed to the 
Secretary-General of the League a letter 
with reference to the serious difficulty 
which has arisen between Poland and 
Germany owing to the raising of the 
German tariff on certain essential Polish 
exports. This, it is contended, not only 
threatens the recent Germano-Polish Com- 
mercial Convention; which was concluded 
after laborious negotiations, but also the 
whole of the work of concerted economic 
action or tariff truce, which was realised 
after protracted labours at Geneva last 
month. 

In this letter M. Sokal says:—‘‘I am 
instructed by my Government to place on 
record that the German increases in ques- 
tion create an entirely new situation with 
reference to the state of things existing at 
the moment when Poland affixed her 
signature to the Commercial] Convention— 
the outcome of the recent conference.’’ 

A Reuter message from Berlin has ex- 
plained that an authoritative announce- 
ment has been made there that the agree- 
ment reached at Geneva was not yet bind- 
ing upon either Germany or Poland, and 
would only enter into force at a time 
which the conference, which has been 
planned for September, would decide. 


AUTOMATIC FLYING. 


SUCCESSFUL AMERICAN 
EXPERIMENT.

NEW YORK, Saturday.

OUTRAGE. 


TERRORISING THE 
MODERATES.

In a leading article to-day on '“ The 
Chittagong outrage,” The Times says :— 
Mr. Gandhi’s campaign of “ non-violent 
civil disobedience ’’ is producing its in- 
evitable results. Rioting in Calcutta, 
Bombay and Karachi last week has now 
been followed by an armed and organised 
raid on. Government arsenals. On Friday 
night a gang of about a hundred strong 
Attacked and burned the railway and 
police arsenals at Chittagong, not far 
from Calcutta, destroyed a number of 
rifles and machine guns, killed six people, 
wounded a nuniber of others, and finally 
escaped to the hills, where efforts are 
being made to surround and capture them. 
It is the most serious outrage which 
has yet occurred im connection with 
the extremist campaign, but that 1s 
not to say that it will further the object 
of the campaign, which is clearly to 
| terrorise back into the ranks of the ‘* non- 
co-operators’’ the moderates who had 
declared their readiness to take part in 
the round-table conference arranged to 
follow the publication of the Statutory 
Commission’s report. 

The success or failure of the design 
behind these outbreaks of physical 
violence will depend very largely on the 
way in which they are handled by. the 
authorities, whose duty it is to maintain 
order in India, and to frustrate the efforts 
which are being made by an irresponsible 
minority to wrest out of their hands the 
contro] of India’s political development. 
Tt will depend largely, too, on the loyalty 
and the confidence with which» those 
authorities are supported in this country. 
They alone are conversant with all the 
factors which have to be taken into 
account, and the best help that can be 
given them in this country is to refrain 
from hasty and necessarily ill-informed 
criticism, or even advice, and especially, 
perhaps, from impatient inquiries as to 
why this or that measure is not taken.

Fertupately the merning was clear, 
Lut a Jarge number of porters were dispirited 
and refused to continue. creating a serious 
situation, which was ably taken m hand bv 
Wood Johnson, who persuaded the majority 
tu continue, From the present camp we hope 
to cross the Kang Pass ene day into Nepal. 

Members of the expedition suffered from 
the various complainis common in tropical 
vallevs and forests, as well as from stomach 
troubles, chills, and rheumatism; but now 
all are much better. Frau Dvhrenfurth is 
as fit as anvone, and is usually among the 
first to finish the day’s march.

An official of the [Irish Omnibus Company 
stated last night that he entertamed no fears 
of a strike; the men were working very will- 
ingly and, to him, appeared to be prepared 
to give the new system a fair trial, and that 
was what was desired. 

He added that the traffie over the week-amd 
had been the heaviest yet experienced, and 
the employés had worked very well, indeed, 
conveying large numbers-of people to various 
destinations. The company expected even 
greater traffic to-day. 

IMPROVING THE MEN'S CONDITIONS. 

Another official of the company said to an 
Jrish Times representative yesterday :— 
“The whole agitation is a ramp. These 
drivers’ scales were introduced to improve 
the conditions of the men, as any man who 
understands them can see. Everyone who 
understands is more than satisfied that they 
have received an increase in their wages 
without even asking for it. 

‘Use is heing made of the fact that we 
offered such a scale to say that we are 
fercing the men to work in a Wav that would 
destroy collective bargaining. When we give 
a rise in wages we do not ask the man if he 
will accept it, and we are mow giving a 
rate of pay which is a distinct improvement 
over existing rates of pav. In some isolated 
cases the men may receive about 5s, per week 
less. 

‘Seventy-five per cent. of our drivers will 
actualiy have an increass_in their wages. Of 
the remainder about 25 will have a ‘* cut,”’ 
but they will receive extras, which will bring 
them-back te the present rate of wares. 
THE COMPANY AND ITS EMPLOYES. 

‘* One driver who works 30 hours per week 
and now receives the standard rate of 7s. 
will receive 65s On the other hand, the 
Dahlin to Wexford nian will jump from 70s.

What Easter did was to show the 
presence of life where they had failed to see 
it, Easter brought into effect the truth ol 
the Lord Jesus Christ as the Lord of life 
lt revealed the .livingwess of Jesus. The 
resurrection gave a proper setting Ww 
all that went before. There was a 
great difference between looking at the 
‘death of # Jesus as that of mere 
dying of mere death, and looking at i as 
| dying that released life. The Person hanging 
on the Cross was very vital, full of life. 

The life that. was given to Christ was con- 
tinually thrusting itself upwards, growing 
in strength, and obtaining perfection; with 
Him life was a perpetual wrestling and over- 
coming In fact, the Jesus of Gethsemane 
and Gallilee was a richer, fuller and stronger 
individual than the ' Nazareth. 


Jesus ol 
Previous to His death He was self-contained 
and could not enter other people s lives. He 
could only influence them. “' Except a corn of 
wheat die, it abideth alone.” The visible 
efforts of the Man in Palestine were meagre 
until ihe coming of the Holy Ghost. His 
dying was not the end of His lile; it was 
the releasing of the life that was within Him. 
The Cross was made the focal point of the 
healing work of God. The Cress was the 
visible picture to them of God wounded; and 
how did God react—in healing and forgive- 
ness; by transmuting evil into good. — . That 
was what they saw on the Cross: (God's 
messengor rejected, shghted, slain; yet He 
burst the bonds which umprisoned life within 
Himself so that life might flow ont from 
Himself into others. Calvary was the release 
of Christ’s livingness, and that took shape 
in the feast of Pentecost. 

The Church was the body § filled with 
Christ's imparted life, so that in and through 
the Church Christ lived to-day. Christ had 
given her the Blessed Sacrament of His body 
and blood, in the broken bread and poured 
out. wine. These consecrated and received in 
faith were the means of communication of 
life. The continued stream of life threugh 
Christ was the Church's essurance of victory— 
" because I live, ye shall live also.” 

In the afternoon appropriate psalms and 
hymns were sung and the anthem was re- 
peated.

WESTMEATH COUNCIL'S

In addressing a 
very Jarge meeting, he said that he had 
come to Bardoli to take his dues with 
interest. The fight Jaunched in 1921 had 
postponed at that time. A great 
deal remained to be done by way of pre- 
paration. Bardoli, which had become 
world-famous, had taken its due shave in 
the present campaign. 
_ Mr. Gandhi repeated what he had said 
in 1921.

THE INSURANCE OF 
 WORKEPS. 
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WOMEN’S POSITION. UNDER 
" THE NEW ACT, 
TRADE. UNIONISTS’ 
VIEWS,

“The position of women under the In- 
surance Act of 1929 had been definitely 
worsened,” - said Mr. P. A.” Mungovan, 
President of the Irish Union of Distributive 
Workers and Clerks, who presided over the 
twenty-eighth annual delegate meeting of 
that body, which opened in Jury’s Hotel, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 

Under the new Act, he said, a woman's 
insurance terminated automatically on mar- 
riage, and if she still ccentinued to be em- 
ployed and insured she must ye-enter i3n- 
surance as a new member. On marriage 
she became entitled to a marriage benefit, 
the maximum amount of which was 2£6, 
but this was inadequate compensation for 
the benefits of which she had been deprived 
when her previous imsuiance was ter 
minated. 

The centres represented by delegates at 
the meeting, in addition to Dublin, in- 
cluded Belfast, Cork, Limerick, Waterford, 
Drogheda, Dundalk, Galway, Mullingar, 
Sligo, Fermoy, Edenderry, Tralee, Tuam, 
Carlow, Kilkenny, Ermis, Bray, and Kings- 
Lown. 

In the absence of Mr 
Martin O'Sullivan, or behalf of 
Trades Union Labour Council, 
hearty welcome to the delegates, and wished 
them success. He said that the Council 
appreciated the support they had always re- 
ceived from 'the Distributive Workers.. They 
all rejoiced that Dublin had achievéd greater 
unity in the trade union and labour move- 
ments than ever before. By organisation 
and co-operation they would win a place in 
the country’s life for ali workers which 
would be a gaarantee of better conditions 
more equal distribution of the 


wealth. (Applause. ) 


INSURANCE OF WORKERS. 

Mr. L. J. Duffy, general secretary, snb- 
mitted the annual report of the insurance 
section of the union, which stated that dur- 
ing the last year over £10,000 was paid in 
benefits to the members, which was an 
increase of 28887 over the previous year. 
The average number of contributions per 
member was 40.56, and the benefits were 
equal to 25s. 8d. per head Attention was 
directed to the fact that while the contribu- 
tions paid by the members under the Health 
Insurance Acis in. 1927 were equivalent to 
14s. 14d. per head, the benefits received by 
the members were equivalent to 25s. 4d. per 
head. Not including grants to hospitals. 
payments in respect of sanatorium treatment, 
etc., the Society had expended m cash and 
non-cash benefits a total sum of £84,252 
since the inception of the Insurance Act. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption 
of the report, said that the membership of 
the insurance section had increased by more 
than 3,000 during the last seven vears, while 
the rate of benefit per head of the member- 
ship had increased from 14s. 6d. in 1922 to 
25s. Bd. in 1928 he increased benefits 
were almost entirely due to the great ex- 
tension In the rate of Lenefit. In 1922 
members were entitled to an additional cash 
benefit. of 1s. 6d., while m 1929 the addition 
per week, and by way of non-cash 
deutal. optical and hospital 
expenditure had increased trom 

im 1929. During last

number. of claims 
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NEW INSURANCE LEGISLATION. 

Having referred to the position of women 
under the Insurance Act of 1929, he said that 
the néw provisions in regard to audits, eic., 
were far-reaching, and wnpose conditions on 
voluntary cemmittees with which they might 
not be able to comply. Previous to December 
last Committees Lad a rather wide discretion 
in the administration of their funds, the pay- 
went of benefit and the general management 
of the Society. Under the new regulations 
this discretion has been swept away. Hitherto 
their Society always sanctioned payment 
where they could, and refused benefit only 
where they must. In future every Society 
would pay only where they mast. — 

Commenting on the projected further insur- 
ance legislation, the Chairman remarked that, 
so far as one could gather, the new bill would 
attempt to reduce the number of Approved 
Societies to ten or twelve. “Members of 
societies like this, he said, '“ whe enjoy very 
substantial additional benefits provided out of 
their own reserves, can gain very little from 
the proposed scheme, while they shall cer- 
tainly most of their existing ad- 
vantages. 

The report was adopted, and the conference 
adjourned until 10 a.m. to-day.
